Santiago, Wednesday, Aug. 3.—Gen. 


Shafter called a meeting of every com- 
manding and medical officer

Fifth army corps this morning and 
read to them a cable message from 
Secretary Alger, ordering him, at the 
recommendation 
of Surgeon General 


Stcrnberg-, to move the army to the in- 
terior, where it is healthier. As a 
result of the conference, 
Shafter will 


insist upon the immediate withdrawal 
of the arm3- north. 


Col. Roosevelt, commanding the First 


cavalry, wrote a letter to Shafter stat- 
ing in emphatic terms that to keep the 
army in Cuba means the destruction 
of thousands of lives. After Roose- 
velt took the initiative, all the Ameri- 
can general officers united in a letter 
to Shafter to the effect that if the army 
remains longer, it is sure to be prac- 
tically entirely destroyed by yellow 
fever, which 
is sure to come. 
The 


army must be moved immediately or 
perish, and the persons responsible for 
the delay will be responsible for un- 
necessary loss of thousands of lives. 


Gen. Adelbert Ames today cables 


Alien, assistant secretary of the navy, 
that the army is incapable of moving 
except to transports. If it is ever to 
return it must be at once. To a cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press he 
said if he had the power he would em- 
bark on transports immediately with- 
out further orders, confident that his 
action would be approved later. The 
full list of sick means a roster of every 
company. 


Roosevelt'* Startling Letter. 


Col. 
Roosevelt's startling letter fol- 


lows: 
Major General Shatter:— 


In the meeting of the general and 


medical officers called by you at the 
palace this morning, we were all unani- 
mous in the view as to what should be 
done with the army. To keep us here, 
in the opinion of every officer com- 
manding a division or brigade, will 
simply involve the destruction of thou- 
sands. There is no possible reason for 
not shipping practically the entire com- 
mand north at once. 


Yellow fever cases are very few in 


the cavalry division, where I command 
one of two brigades; only one true case 
of yellow fever has occurred in this 
division, except among the men sent to 
the hospital at Siboney, where they 
have, I believe, contracted it. 
But in this division there have been 


1,500 
cases of malarial fever. Not a 


man has died from it, but the whole 
command is so weakened and shat- 
tered as to be ripe for dying like 
rotten sheep whtn the yellow fever 
epidemic, instead of the fake epidemic- 
like the present, strikes us, as it is 
bound to if we stay here at the height 
of the sickness season. 


If we are 
kept here it will in all 


human probability mean an appalling 
disaster for surgeons 
here 
estimate 


that over half the army, if kept here 
luring the sickly season, will o.ie. This 
s not only terrible from the stand- 
point 
of 
humanity, 
but 
also of 


the 
military 
efficiency 
of 
the 


llowcr of the American army, for the 
great bulk of regulars are here with 
you.

ceeding 4000, affords but a faint index 
of the debilitation of the army.

solutely nothing for us to do here, and 
there has not been since the city sur- 
rendered. 


It is impossible to move to the in- 


terior. Every shifting of camp doubles 
the sick rate in our present weakened 
condition, and anyhow, the interior is 
rather worse than 
the coast, as I 


have found by actual reconnaizance. 
Our present camps are as healthy as 
camps at this end of the island can be. 


I write only because 1 cannot see our 


men who fought so bravely and who 
have endured the extreme hardship 
and danger so uncomplainingly, go to 
destruction without striving so far as 
lies in me to avert a doom so fearful, 
as it is unnecessary and undeserved.

Pence, Tuesday, Aug. 8.—Gen. Stone, 


while recounoitering northwards along 
the road to Aricibo with a company of 
Second Wisconsin, encountered a body 
of Spanish regulars and volunteers at 
Utuado, who had been- instructed to 
fight to the bitter end. They refused 
to surrender. Stone pushed on and at- 
tacked them aided by a force of natives 
armed with machetes. Messengers an- 
nouncing this rode all night, reaching 
here this morning-. 


In addition to the regular fortifica- 


tion at Aibonita, it is reported that the 
enemy has mined the cliffs, prepara- 
tory to blocking the road if obliged to 
retire. 


San Martin, the Spanish commander 


here who evacuated without orders, is 
in prison at San Juan. 
He will be 


tried for cowardice, and will probably 
be executed. 


Gen. 
Brooke landed 3,000 men today 


at Arroyo, CO miles east of here. He 
will strike the road to San Juan east 
of Aibonita, thus compelling the Span- 
iards to abandon their stronghold or be 
caught between two fires. 


SPAKIARJDS CHANGE POLICY. 


Bon't Care to Bicker with the United 


States, Say* 
Day. 


Washington, Aug. 3.—Secretary Bay 


today expressed the opinion that per- 
sonally he believed there would bo lit- 
tle delay in closing the details of peace. 
He says the Spanish policy of bicker- 
ing has apparently been abandoned 
under the stress of circumstances. One 
public man today said the preliminary 
agreement which would 
practically 


settle the war would be effected within 
a week.

WasMngton, Aug. 4.—The Spanisi 


frovernment, having been informed Ji 
unmistakable terms that it would be a 
waste of time to ask us to modify our 
demands, has hit upon the clever dodga 
of asking us to "amplify" or define them 
more clearly. 
The Sagrasta ministers 


were toldi by Ambassador Cambon that 
he could not approach the president 
with a proposition to change our terms, 
and they get around this by requesting 
him to ascertain from the president 
exactly what is meant by certain de- 
mands, at the same thne authorizing 
him ty say that they " accept the prin- 
ciple" of our conditions, whatever that 
may mean. 


The French ambassador talked with 


the president for an hour. The message 
he bore was not a brief, but it is believed 
to have covered many details. 
What- 


ever it was, the president reg-arded it 
as covering so many delicate questions 
that he requested the^ ambassador not 
to make public the .purport of the note, 
and Secretary Day said that it would 
T.ot be advisable to give H out at pres- 
ent. 
The president; ii:ifl-*3ie members 


of the cabinet went down -the river, on 
an evening trip, and took occasion to 
talk the message over. 


It is hardly profitable to discuss the 


Spanish position without further in- 
formation In regard to the character of 
the note, but the impression conveyed 
by the proceedings of the day is that 
Spain has entered on a policy of parley, 
which may delay for some days an ar- 
rival at a definite understanding-. 
It 


Is believed that Spain is anxious to 
learn whether the Spanish army in Cuba ] 
will be permitted to carry home its arms • 
and other property, and is said to have ' 
Intimated that if she was tip be held ac- 
countable for the Cuban bonds, she 
should be permitted to retain some of 
those things to obtain which the debt 
was created. 
It is believed that the 


Queries of the government at Mad-rid 
related principally to questions of this 
kind, which can hardly be Ignored and 
which may require a great deal of cara 
and diplomatic skill in the responce. 
While this message of the Spanish gov- 
ernment may make for delay, it is be- 
lieved to indicate that the Sagasta min- 
istry is sincere in its efforts to secure 
peace, so that ultimately the two gov- 
ernments must come together. 


As for the Philippines the administra- 


tion could hardly consent to a mod- 
ification of terms, although it might 
agree to discuss a proposition to cede 
to us the island of Luzon as a return 
for a joint occupancy of the rest of the 
islands or the retention of Spanish sov- 
ereignty. 
It would be quite in order, 


too, for Spain to inquire what is to be 
done with the Spanish forces at Manila, 
while we hold the city, pending- the ne- 
gotiations of a treaty. 
It is believed 


by some.that the conference may have 
had to do with the form of a preliminary 
protocol, looking to the appointment ct 
a peace commission. 
If this be so, it 


Will be a long stride in advance. 


Meantime, in consonance with the de- 


clared purpose of the president at the be- 
ginning of the overtures, this conference 
ia not operating to restrain military op- 
erations in any degree. Orders went out 
for a conference of leaders of the regi- 
ments to accompany Gen. Wade to Por- 
to Rico. It is felt that even should an 
armistice be declared before these troops 
see active service at the front, It will be 
beneficial for them to make the trip, for 
otherwise there is danger of the moralo 
of the troops being destroyed through 
their craving to get away from the big- 
concentration camps, and at least see 
;the shores of Cuba or Porto Rico. 


riufli.uib 'u> i-He Ictal cxpeiience. Gen- 


eral Wade's expedition is going- to be the 
most complete detail of any that have 
left our shores, and the soldiers will be 
protected in their health and comfort to 
the utmost degree. Secretary Alg-er 
has himself conducted an inquiry into 
the conditions that led up to the fearful 
experiences of the wounded soldiers who 
returned to the United States on the 
Concho, and he has taken the necessary 
fiteps to prevent a repetition of the bad 
management exhibited in that case. 
Thus there may be some delay in getting 
the troops away with General Wade In 
view of the determination to have every- 
thing shipshape before the men are on 
board: and as the transportation de- 
partment was taken somewhat by sur- 
prise by tbenudden announced decision 
of the secretary of war to start this ex- 
pedition, some- days must elapse before 
(the. necessary transports can be gath- 
terert at the ports of transportation. 


It la expected here that the Spanish

tne rorm or a written agreement; soma-' 
thing in the nature of a protocol. The 
negotiations have not progressed suf- 
ficiently to indicate who shall represent 
the United States and Spain. The pro- 
tocol, if it may be so called in either 
case, would not take the place in any man- 
ner of a treaty of peace which would 
be drawn up later by commissioners to 
be appointed for this purpose. 
Under 


the terms of the president's note the 
Spanish government is bound to evac- 
uate Cuba and Porto Rico immediately. 
This action is not to wait upon the work 
of the peace commissionevs, but is to 
precede it and to follow irh-jnediately 
upon the signature of the memorandum 
accepting the president's conditions. 


On the whole it is a rather fortunale 


circumstance that this evacuation can- 
not take place en masse and imrnefljate- 
ly, for it has been 'determined that the 
Spanish troops withdrawn must be re-- 
placed by United States troops. 
This 


'is dteemed to be absolutely necessary 
to guard against anarchy and to se- 
cure the establishment of a stable form 
of government in Cuba under constitu- 
tonal fruarantees. 


Must Deal With the Insurgent*. 


Washington, Aug. 4.—An interesting 


question and one of vital importance to 
the administration is the attitude to be 
assumed by the United States towards 
the Philippine insurgents In the event 
that we reach an agreement for the sus- 
pension of hostilities. It i? stipulated in 
our peace terms that the United States 
military-forces shall occupy and establish 
a military form of government over the 
'city of Manila and the bay with the sur- 
rounding territory. This involves an im- 
mediate surrender of the Spanish forces, 
not to Aguinaldo, but to Gen. Menitt, 
)and there is some apprehension that the 
insurgents will resent this very bitterly, 
and that it will be necessary to expel 
them forcibly from the territory de- 
Iscribed. 


Beyond this, it Is said in some quarters 


that pending the decision of the p-eace 
commissioners as .to the future of the 
.Philippines, the XJnited States will be j 
morally bounfl to maintain the status I 
"quo in the islands at large. In other j 
words, having deprived Spain of the 
( 
means of resisting the onslaughts of the ' 
insurgents, it has been urged that the j 
United States woulcf be bound to prevent j 
the latter from continuing their warfare. 


Credit Due Officers. 


Washington, Aug. 4.—General Kent, 


in his report of the battle in SShtlasro 
July 1, 2 and 3, says: 
"The greatest 


crediit is dae to the officers of my com- 
mand, whether company, battalion, regi- 
ment or brigade commanders, who so 
admirably directed the formation of 
their troops, unavoidably intermixed 
In the dense thicket, and made the des- 
perate rush for the distant and strongly 
defended crest. 
I have already men- 


tioned the circumstances o-f my Third- 
brigade's advance across the ford, where 
in the brief space of 10 minutes it lost 
its brave commander (killed) and the 
next two ranking- officers by disabling 
wounds. 
Yet, in spite of these confus- 


ing conditions the formations were ef- 
fected 
without 
hesitation, although 


under a stinging fire, companies act- 
ing singly in some circumstances and 
by battalions and regiments in others 
rushing through the jungle, across the 
stream, waist deep, and over the wide 
bottom thickly set with ba.rbed-wire 
entanglements."

as they can and theu place them in 
heaps on the shore covered with sand. 
They are lett for K'jveral days while the 
fish decay and tho -hells open, after 
which the sanS is sifted and the pearls 
found. They are then cleansed and pol- 
ished. The -value cf the pearl depends 
on its size, roundness, color and bright- 
ness. The most renowned pearls were 
the two which formed Cleopatra's ear- 
rings, one of which she dissolved \a a 
goblet of vinegar and drank tc the 
health of her guest, Mark Antony. 


The remaining-pearl became the prop- 


erty of the Emperor Augustus, who had 
it cut in two for earrings for his daugh- 
ter Julia. Another historic pearl records 
a sijailar act of extravagance nearer our 
own time.

The Effect of 'Wind on takes. 


Attention has been called to the very- 


remarkable effect of the wind on vari- 
ous inland bodies of water. It is not 
unusual for the residents in towns on 
the shores of lakes to be greatly incon- 
venienced, provided a heavy wind blow- 
ing on shore continues for any length of 
time. In the Baltic sea the level has 
been altered for upward of eight feet. 
Sometimes the water is blown out of a 
channel, leaving it'almost dry. In one 
instance a depression of six feet oc- 
curred on one side of a body of water, 
with a corresponding rise of eix feet on 
the other. Lake Erie has been known to 
alter^ts level a distance of 15 feet on 
account of heavy winds, and Lake 
Michigan was at one time the subject 
of considerable interest' from the same 
cause. The wind was heavy and contin 
uous and piled the water up on one 
side, while the other was so low that 
people walked out upon rocks where in 
tho memory of man no feet had ever 
trodden.—New York Ledger.

How Wines Are Exploded. 


There are several methods by which 


mines and torpedoes anchored in har- 
bors may be detected,' but it is very dan- 
gerous and difficult work, and its BUG 
cess depends largely upon the circnm- 
etiin'ces and the condition of the water 
and the bottom of the hay in which they 
are placed. Sometimes they are discov- 
ered by dragging with a kedge. Some- 
times they can be seen when the water 
is clear, and in order to assist the natu- 
ral vision a canvas^ Jelescope is riggec 
which drops upon the water and shuts 
out the light from the eyes of the ob- 
server so that he can have a better view 
of the bottom. There are other methods 
also known to sailors and frequently 
practiced. T&e most effective is callec 
"countermining" — that is, the explo- 
sion of torpedoes in the ,water, which 
by their detonation causa the mines to 
explode. — Chicago Record.

I havo remarked, for my part, that 


the Americanization of the European 
emigrant is the result of success.

Cnrions Italian Cigars. 


A curious cigar seen in the Italian 


quarter of the city, where it is made 
and sold, is about ?>< inches in length 
and very slender, being not much big- 
ger around than an all tobacco cigarette, 
and almost uniform in size for the 
greater part of its length. At the end 
that is placed in the mouth this cigar is 
made around a piece of straw an inch 
and a half in length, which projects 
about a quarter of an inch clear of the 
tobacco. When the cigar is made, a 
broom splint long enough to reach al- 
most to the lighting end of the cigar is 
run through the straw, and the cigar is 
made around that. The broom splint is 
cut long enough so that a quarter or 
half an inch of it projects clear of the 
straw mouthpiece. 
- When the cigar is td be smoked, the 
broom splint is withdrawn. The open- 
ing through it where the splint was 
makes the cigar draw freely, and the 
section of straw at the slender end 
keeps the cigar open there. 
These 


cigars, made of strong, dark tobacco, 
are sold at retail for a cent each.—New 
York Sun. 


Commerce of tha Philippioee. 


The commerce of these islands has 


beea, estimated by some authorities at 
$50,000,000 a year, but it is probably 
much greater, the chief exports being 
sugar, tobacco and hemp. Of Manila 
cigars the yearly product is several hun- 
dred million, one factory alone employ- 
ing 10,000 hands, and of Manila hemp 
the yearly product is probably 200,000 
tons. One factory in Manila produces 
40,000,000 cigarettes in a single year. 


The imports are also of enormous 


valua The United States sends the 
Philippines chiefly kerosene oil and 
flour, %vhile England, Germany and 
France sell them print cloths, white 
drilling, hardware, canned goods, etc. 
There are other large towns in the 
islands, but mbst of tho imports are 
landed at Manila and are shipped to 
them by local steamers. One company 
alone has 27 steamers engaged in local 
aud coastwise trade, tneir ships ranging 
in size from 500 to 8,000 tons.—Isaac 
M. Elliott in Scribner's.

Stand by the Flag and President, 


THEY MISSED FIRE. 


The episode of overthrowing 
the 


president's ruling on a technical point 
at the city council meeting this week 
was an interesting one. The president 
ruled that the affirmative vote of two- 
thirds of all the members of the coun- 
cil was necessary to pass an order in 
one reading after the mayor's recom- 
mendation. On this basis the normal 
school appropriation order was lost. 
The council questioned this, and did 
not sustain it, voting that two-thirds 
of the members present was enough, 
by section 24 of the charter. On this 
basis the order was declared carried. 
This answered the purposes of the ma- 
jority, but it was not good parliamen- 
tary law, and unless it is again 
changed, sets a dangerous precedent 
for the conduct of business. 


The section referred to provides that 


an order or vote, involving the expen- 
diture of more than $200, shall be car- 
ried in t-vvo readings by a majority of 
all the members. This is 11 votes. 
iWhen, however, the matter has the 
recommendation of the mayor, it may 
be passed in one reading by a two- 
thirds vote. Evidently the intention is 
to make more votes necessary to pass 
an. order when thus done more hastily. 
But two-thirds of a quorum, which 
may transact business, is only eight 
members, who by this new ruling could 
do in one reading what it takes 11 
members to do in two readings. 


To allow this ruling, or rather this 


over-ruling, to pass unchallenged, Is 
to open the way for possible ill con- 
sidered action which may be harmful 
in the future. If the council wished to 
pass the order, having a majority in 
favor, it should have passed it to a 
second reading, and adjourned 
for 


three days, to vote again.

Ex-Plunger lloolcy brings prominent-

This thoughtlessness is well 
characterized by the Pittsfield Call of 
last Sunday when It refers to "the 
practice among well-intentioned peo- 
ple of getting: all they can gratis from 
the iit'Nvbpapers, and then when their 
soL-ietiis havo something in the line 
of printing which must be paid for 
they go around and get prices and 
finally award tho work to some little 
jub office because, forsooth with its 
small expenses it can 
do the work 


cheaper than the newspapers which 
has connected with it a well-equipped 
and modern job printing plant. This 
is a "fine art" that prevails in every 
city and village, but woe unto the 
newspaper man who even suggests 
that society puffs be paid for. The milk 
of 
business acumen curdles at 
the 


thought of giving the printing patron- 
age to the newspapers which so gen- 
erously throw their columns open to 
every society, charitable and philan- 
thropic object with which a city 
abounds." 
* * * * 


Perhaps we could truthfully add that 


the city itself, a corporation in which 
we are all stockholders, is the most 
unappreciative and non-reciurocal of 
the lot. As an instance in point, the 
people are entitled to know all the 
proceedings 
of the common council 


and it should provide for the publica- 
tion of these transactions. It doesn't. 
It seems to realize that the newspapers 
will publish most of the matter as 
news anyway and although it costs 
each newspaper a considerable sum 
each year to do this, the city corpora- 
tion generously permits them to do it 
at their expense rather than meet the 
obligation themselves. And this is only 
one minor instance of many in which 
the city gives evidence of being a 
soulless corporation. It seems to make 
no difference to the city when it comes 
to letting contracts, for coal for in- 
stance, how much of the public money 
is contributed in taxes by the com- 
petitive bidders, nor what demoraliza- 
tion to the business interests of the 
city, and hence to the city itself, its 
award of these contracts may lead to.

Lively work has been done 
by the local labor men, and they are 
to be rewarded by having all the state 
visit them. North Adams will give the 
visitors a warm reception, and inci- 
dentally it will be a very good thing for 
the unions here.

The complaint is made in some de- 


partments of city work, and has been 
made for some time, that the commit- 
tees from the city council take too little 
interest in the departments to which 
they are appointed. Some councilman 
are, notable exceptions to this com- 
plaint, but the fact remains that there 
is much truth in it. A member who is 
appointed to a committee having to do 
with any,of the city departments, such 
as schools, police, fire, streets or build- 
ings, should so familiarize himself with 
the general conditions, and as far as 
possible with the details, that he could 
be looked upon as an authority. As it 
now is, a member frequently knows 
almost nothing of the workings of his 
department, has to form his opinion 
from others, and is not in a position 
to take a .stand intelligently on either 
side o" a question. Committee work 
takes time, but the councilmen have 
accepted the responsibilities of their 
position's, and should be willing to do 
the work. < The regard with which 
members who have taken pains to un- 
derstand their departments are held 
in those departments, shows that such 
conscientious work is appreciated.

REPUBLISHED 
PICTURES 
REVIVE 


MANY ARTISTIC REMINISCENCES. 


E. A. Abbey, Now an Associate Member of 


tho Enellnh Royal Academy sad a Fa- 
moa« Fainter, Was Onoe Termed "» Kit- 
lilt Comic Draftsman." 


YORK, Aug. 4. — [Special.] — The 


current number of Tho Century Magazine 
contains an articlo and soino pictures thut 
have set all tho old time illustrators and 
writers DOW in town to spinning remi- 
niscent yarns. Tho article is entitled "A 
Middy In Manila." It is u reprint from 
tho nmgazino when it was not Tho Con- 
tury at all, but Scrlbnor's Monthly, and 
tho pictures bear the signature of E. A. 
Abbey. 


The first publication of these pictures 


was in the August number of 1875, and 
they bring vividly to mind tbo faut that 
Abbey was then often suokcn of as "a ris- 
ing coiuio draftsman." To such of my 
readers as know tins artist chiefly from 
his oTquisihi PhaVc=ppareniT illustrations 
mid tho smaller circle whose members 
have seen iliu noble decorative wall paint- 
ings done for tho Boston Pulilio library by 
his hand this will scorn almobt. unbeliev- 
able. Yet no one ean look at tho Abbey 
illustrations of "A Middy In Manila" 
without understanding why ho was ex- 
pected tu devi'lop chiefly along comic linos. 
At tlio saino time it rniwt bo admitted 
that these youthful sketches, mado24 years 
ago, contained unmifciaKablo traces of tho 
delicate humor ana sure grasp of uhuructor 
so prominent in his later aud best work. 


Abbey's iSarly Work. 


Today E. A. Abbey Uonoof a half dozen 


American picture makers whoso work is 
accepted abroad as thoroughly artistic. In 
1875 he was just beginning to '"find him- 
self," to t,'l|t his grip, BO to speak. He was 
only 23, but ho h:>d been at work earning 
his daily bioad drawing pictures for tho 
Harpers for three full years and, what ia 
more to tho point, ho was and is practical- 
ly self taught, since ho began his art train- 
ing drawing on tho block for The Weekly 
under tho supervision of a publishing 
house art superintendent instead of mak- 
ing charcoal sketches in a school undQr 
tho supervision of a famous teacher. And 
while he had to make tho very best pic- 
tures' ho could from week to wook ho also 
had to get them out on time at all hazards, 
for the presses would not wait. Moreover, 
as wood engraving was then \irtnally tho 
only method of reproducing drawings ho 
had to draw every lino with especial refer- 
ence to tho engravers' cutting tools. 


In this respect ho was far moro handi- 


capped than any illustrator of today, tho 
various ''processes" adapting themselves 
to all sorts of lino and wash and brush 
work. Bu Muurier, whoso Punch draw- 
ings made him fumous long before he 
wrote "Trilby, " was handicapped in tho 
same fashion during almost his entire life, 
and because tho British wood engravers 
of his day were mush moro limited as to 
form of expression than Americans of the 
same craft ho fell into certain hard and 
fast mannerisms that never could bo got 
rid of and which undoubtedly marred his 
really beautiful work. Whether Abbey 
would havo fallen into similar mannerisms 
had the wood engraver remained supremo 
in the field of art reproduction for the pop- 
ular press is a question. 


Expatriated but Patriotic. 


Like Whistler among American artists 


and Bret Harto and Henry James among 
American writers, Abbey has long been a 
resident of tho old country. Like them, 
too. ho declares that ho would prefer to 
live hero if only America could furnish the 
desired artistic and litorai-y atmosphere, 
quite forgetting, perhaps, that such an at- 
mosphere never would bo created hero if 
all artists and writers of American birth 
•were to tuko up residence abroad. 


Unllko some Americans who have dono 


this, however, Mr.' Abbey retains his status 
as a citizen of tho Unitod States, and a 
largo proportion of his work ia paid for 
with American money, which is not true 
with regard to tho writings of Bret Harto 
or tho pictures of James McNcill Whistler. 
Certain American artists of undoubted 
ability who sometimes find their pictures 
a drug on the home market declare that 
Abbey's foreign residence was decided up- 
on because he understood ' that It would 
insure better sales for his work here than 
ho could hops for as un American resident. 
Tho facts aro certainly such as to lend 
credibility to this supposition, as any 2Sfow 
York picture dealer will tell yuu. As a 
nation we aro beginning to cultivate art, 
but we have not yet got beyond tho fas- 
cination 01 tho trade mark, "Made in Eu- 
rope." 


Undoubtedly Mr. Abbey's foreign resi- 


dence has been of great pecuniary benefit 
to him. Ho never could havo produced 
the drawings for ' 'Sho Stoops to Conquer, ' ' 
which first made him really famous, had 
he remained in America. Tho same is 
true with regard to his Shakespeare pic- 
tures and to a much greater extent his 
mural pictures for the Boston library. 


Archaeologist aa Well as Artist. 


Mr. Abbey's arehaoological researches in 


preparing lor tho Shakespeare illustra- 
tions and the Boston library pictures were 
exhaustive and prolonged and there is lit- 
tlo doubt that ho is bettor versed in tho 
lore of certain periods of English history 
than any Briton now living. So well is 
this recognized in London that moro than 
ono British theatrical manager 
feels 


obliged to consult Mr. Abbey and to cx- 
aTtiine his unrivaled collection of armor 
and costumes before putting on a piay laid 
in medieval times. Thero isn't a detail 
in the dross of a fifteenth century gallant, 
Cavalier, Roundhead or knight with which 
Abbey is unfamiliar, and his collection is 
niarvoloualy complete. 


Abbey's standing in England is as high 


socially as it is artistic, and that is saying 
a pood deal, sinco ho is cno of tho few 
Amnricans who havo ever been mado asso- 
ciate members of tho Eoyal academy. His 
home is nn ideal old English mansion 
standing in a little pork of its own uoar 
Fairtord, a few miles from London. With 
excellent taste ha has preserved tho fur- 
nishings of the houso as they were .1 cen- 
tury ngo, and the grounds are still laid out 
according to tho quaintly elegant stand- 
ards of tho past. 


His fctudio is a spacious structure of 


glass and wood, built some little distance 
from tho house and is probably the largest 
"picture painting bhop," as ho terms it, in 
all England. It was there that ho painted 
his Boston library panels, and it was thero, 
also, that Sni-gent painted his panels for 
tho same institution.

HUNGER AND DISEASE, 


*Tvful Distress of Inhabitants of Islo 


of Pines, 


Dying In the Street For Lack 


of Necessaries. 


Spanish Garrison Reduced by nrafls For De- 


fence of Havana. 


Key West, Aug. 4.—The report that 


the Isle of Pines is furnishing food sup- 
plies to Cuba is emphatically denied. 
,Jt can be asserted, on the strength of un- 
questionable authority, that the island 
itself v»as denuded of its food resources 
B. month ago, and Us own people are now 
starving. 


.Nut'va Gerona, its capital, noted for 


its salubrious climate, especially as a 
consumptive cure, is now used by the 
Spaniards for a military hospital camp, 
and only wounded soldiers are there-. 
Rich and poor from Havana have baen 
nocking thither, and a's a natural con- 
sequence, yellow fever and smallpox 
have followed, and rage to an alarming 
extent. 
This is because the poor can- 


not procure medicines, and the govern- 
ment supplies neither medicine nor food. 
The unfortunate people die in the streets, 
the authorities being virtually com- 
pelled to bury them. 
The entire island 


is under Captain General Blanco's gov- 
ernment. 


The residents declare they have never 


seen a steamer pass in since the war 
began; only a few sloops and schooners. 
This statement has been verified by in- 
formation which came by the Bancroft 
and the Eagle, f rom an insurgent camp 
visited by their commander near by. 
The Americans were told that nothing 
hud attempted to get in since the Eagle 
sank the Santo Domingo. 
There Is 


reason to believe, however, that the 
Villa VerJe managed to elude tile-block- 
ade sometime ago. 


The insurgents in the province of 


Pinar Del Rio are well supplied with 
arms and ammunition, thanks to many 
successful 
filibustering 
expeditions. 


They are now little troubled by the 
Spanish forces, which are being called 
rapidly to Havana from every quarter. 
Where two months ago. there were large 
Spanish garrisons now there are only 
e. few men and these make no attempt 
to pursue the insurgents as they for- 
merly did, contenting themselves with 
simply remaining at their posts. 


The blockade of the ports west of the 


Isle of Pines is so well maintained that 
not even a smack could get through. 
The Eagle reports that on leaving the 
Isle of Pines the Bancroft's launch had 
apparently 
scored 
another 
victory. 


as it was then towing out a schooner 
from shore about eight miles away. 
Captain Sutherland of the Eagle 
la 


confident that the two 12-inch guns 
which were in the hold of the Santo Do- 
mingo when she was struck by his iittle 
yacht can be saved, and he 
thinks 


wreckers should be sent down for them. 
"When the Spanish steamer sank these 
guns dropped to the bottom, and so long: 
as the air docs not reach them, they 
can be saved. 
One of our blockading 


ships sights the wreck of the Santo 
Domingo every 12 hours to prevent any 
attempt on the part of the enemy "to 
get the guns. 


There is much interest here as^to the 


decisio'n the priaa court will reach in, the 
case of the Santo Domingo, which with 
her guns and her enormous cargo of 


1 food, was valued at close upon $1,000,000. 
| Had the Eagle succeeded in taking her 


unharmed, there would have been no 
question as to the legality of making her 
a prize; but the ganto Domingo Had on 
board two 5-inch guns, mounted, primed 
and train-ad, and 144 men, while the 
Eagle, with a battery of only 6-pounders 
and only about a score of men, could not 
afford to take the desperate chance of 
the big ship escaping and getting her 
guns to Havana.

Concho and Seneca, that brought home 
sick and wounded from Santiago, the 
secretary of war gives out the following 
statement: 
"At the time they 
left 


Santiago the general desire of conva- 
lescents to come home doubtless over- 
crowded both ships. 
From the com- 


mencement of the Santiago campaign 
until within a few days the terrible 
conditions of that coast, where our ships 
had no shelter and always with a high 
surf, made the landing of troops, sup- 
plies, ammunition, artillery and medi- 
cal stores very difficult; aoid there is no 
doubt much Inconvenience and suffering 
was thereby caused that was unavoid- 
able. The lighters that went with Gen- 
eral Shafter's fleet were lost on the 
way. 
Two tows of lighters were sub- 


sequently sent, which were also lost, 
and it v:is impossible to get supplies 
ashore except with the boats from the 
ships and those supplied by the navy. 
Later on a lighter was supplied by the 
navy, which was the only on* there for 
many days. 


"The 
captains of the Seneca and Con- 


cha did not report to General Shatter 
nor to Quartermaster Humphrey that 
they needed water. 
Had they done BO, 


of course, H would have been provided. 
Then also a large number nt civilians 
rusttd aboard' to get away, and they oc- 
cupied mijujy staterooms that should 
have been given over to the soldiers. 


"No recurrence of such conditions will 


be possible .hereafter, and no one re- 
grets more than the secretary of war 
that anything of the kind should have 
happened.

The Feat of Threading n Needle on Hor»e- 


Imclt While Going at a Gallop. 


"Tho greatest feat of horsemanship I 


ever saw performed was by n. Rifflan ir- 
resrular cavalryman," said Captain .T. E. 
Rathhone of Los Angeles. "I huve seen 
Cossacks snatch a baby from its mother's 
arms at full gallop, toss it into the air, 
catch it and repeat tho performance. I once 
saw an Indian rider In tho far west spring 
from his pony's bare back while the ani- 
mal was moving at full gallop, pick up an 
nrro'.v and remount instantly in a standing 
posture. I have seen other performances 
all over tho vrorld, but for a neat, clever, 
clean cut feat this Riffian exceeded them 
all, I think. 


"Several of ns had been at Gibraltar 


and found ourselves at the town of Mliha, 
on the Riffian coast. We were entertained 
by tho Spanish commander, who did tho 
honors llnely. One morning we rode out- 
side the town and reached a level stretch 
of sand, where there were a number of 
Riffian horsemen. They were fine looking 
fellows, with gleamiEg faces cf bronze, 
white teeth and attired in snow white 
burnouses. They were mounted on small 
animals, slight, but quick and wiry, of the 
thoroughbred Arab barb typo. 


"Wo were amused some time by their 


charges and evolutions. They would 
throw their swords and matchlocks in the 
air, catching them by the hilts and stocks 
infallibly. Finally it was announced that 
something of unusual interest would bo 
accomplished. One of the men produced 
a needle and a piece of thread, possibly 2 
or 3 feet in length. They were both hand- 
ed around for inspection, I suppose the 
needle was a, camljric one, and the thread 
50 or GO ftrux When we had duly inspected 
both, ono of' tho men signified ho would 
thread the noodle. Ho galloped his horso 
down the sand about 400 yards or so. He 
finally wheeled his horso and remained 
stationary, facing us. The one who held 
the needle and thread waved them in his 
hand and rode toward the other. When ho 
had covered about two-thirds of the dis- 
tance, ho halted and waved his hand to 
the farther one. Immediately tho latter 
spurred his horse into a gallop and came 
toward us at full speed. As he passed tho 
other he took the needle and thread from 
his companion, bent over for a moment 
and pulled up when he reached our party, 
holding the threaded needle triumphantly 
over his head."—Exchange.

an Inch Thick. 


A curious illustration of tho power of 


light matter to perforate harder substances 
when driven at a high velocity is men- 
tioned as having taken place in the Koyal 
arsenal at Woolwich, England, lately. In 
the course of experiments on firing gas in 
mines, conducted by Captain Cooper Key, 
B. A., under the home office, a special gun 
is employed to do duty for a boro hole with 
a charge of high explosive, and pressed 
cylinders of gray dry clay, 3 inchos long 
and 1 7-8 inches in diameter, are used to 
represent tamping. These shots are made 
to act in various misturcs of air, coa 
dust, gas, ete., and to stop tho course o; 
plug, etc. Eventually a cast iron target 
plate an inch thick was placed 25 feet in 
front at au angle of 45 degrees, in order 
to break up everything into dust auc 
throw,lt upward. 


'After thrco or four shots with this ar 


rangoment the clay plug, weighing TM 
ounces, perforated the inch iron plate 
and tho holo thus made has steadily ox 
tended since. The familiar tallow candl< 
passing through a door must hide its heat 
before a 7M ounce plug of clay perforating 
an iron plate an inch thick at an angle o 
45 degrees. Doubtless tho velocity unit,: 
be tremendous. It is pointed out that tli< 
velocity for a hard cylinder of tbis weigh 
and size to cut through one inch o: 
wrought iron at 45 degrees would be ovei 
1,800 
foot seconds. With cast iron am 


clay and tho throo or four repeated blowi 
everything is so greatly altered that there 
is little more to bo said than that tho cf 
feet la remarkable and unexpected.—Lon 
don Engineer.*.

MOPE TROUBLE AHEAD FOR SPAIN,

"To the victors belong the spoils of the 


enemy" is true in war as well as in 
politics. 
Civilization has robbed war 


of many of its horrors, the Red Cross 
has ameliorated the condition of the 
wounded and made the prisoner's lot a 
happier one, but the vanquished foe is 
still ready to declare that war is exact- 
ly what General Sherman once said it 
was. 
Methods may change, but hu- 


man nature remains unchanged, and the 
same piratical game' at the conclusion 
of war is played now that was played 
when Caesar and Alexander sallied forth 
to fight the foe. In their day territory 
and tribute were wrested from the-van- 
quished and captives became slaves. In 
these days the victor takes all the terri- 
tory and cash he can get, but the cap- 
tives are sent home in steamships free 
of charge or"are permitted to go .home 
at their owa expense. Spain seems to 
have lost all but her quixotic "honor" 
and her home peninsula, but what Un- 
cle Sam will compel her to give up re- 
mains to be seen. 


At the beginning of the present cen- 


tury- many' of the nations of the old 
world had powerful fleets of war ves- 
sels, and i: is difficult to understand 
that at th.i~ time it was unsafe for mer- 
chant vessels of any nation to sail in 
the Mediterranean, as they were liable 
to be captured by pirates unless accom- 


and even to supper* them by paying a 
sum so great that other countries would 
find it difficult to enter into peace nego- 
tiations with them. It is a sad com- 
mentary upon a powerful nation that it 
should use such methods. 


The United States stooped to the same 


position, though Jefferson as vice presi- 
dent loudly opposed the paying of trib- 
ute, and for some time Americans were 
allowed to lie in the prisons of Algiers. 
The treaty of 1795 with the dey is esti- 
mated to have cost us $992,463.05. 


Treaties with the other r.arbary states 


followed, one of which purchased peace 
from Tripoli by the payment of a gross 
sum. 
President Adams in 1SOO com- 


plained that the United States had to 
pay three times the amount of tribute 
imposed upon Sweden and Denmark. 


Incredible as the statement may ap- 


pear, when Captain Bainbridge arrived 
at Algiers in 1800, bearing the tribute 
money to the dey, that swarthy tyrant 
ordered him to proceed to Constanti- 
nople to deliver Algerian dispatches. 


"You 
pay me tribute because you are 


my slaves," was the brutal threat of 
the dey, and that American naval com- 
mander, the victor of subsequent glori- 
ous sea fights, was forced to obey. 


The lesser Barbary states were still 


more exasperating in their insolent de- 
mands. President Jefferson sent Com- 
modore Dale in 1S01 \\ith a squudron 
of three frigates and a sloc-p of war to 


taring an American vessel and con- 
demning her crew to slavery. Then a 
powerful squadron under Porter and 
Perry, early in 1815, appeared in the 
Mediterranean, captured the largest frig- 
ate in the Algerine navy and with oth- 
er naval successes so terrified the dey 
that he immediately consented to a 
treaty of amicable relations, surren- 
dered all his prisoners, made certain 
pecuniary indemnities and renounced 
all future claim to any American tribute 
or payments. 


Commodore Decatur then proceeded to 


Tunis and Tripoli and obtained from 
both indemnity for certain American 
vessels captured under the guns of their 
forts by British cruisers during the late 
war of 1812-14. The bey of Tripoli not 
having sufficient cash to equal the ar- 
bitrary demand on his exchequer, Deca- 
tur accepted, as part payment, the 
restoration to liberty of eight- Danes 
and tvvo Neapolitans who had been held 
as slav es. They were returned to their 


cash indemnity. Prom China alone Eng- 
land has received two large cash indem- 
nities. The first, in 1840, was $23,000,000, 
a part of which was handed over to 


j British merchants to compensate them 
I for the loss of opium destroyed by the 
| Celestial government, while the second, 


I in 1860, was $10,000,000. 
I 
The annexation of Texas naturally led 


to the Mexican war of 1816-7. By the 
treaty of peace Mexico gave up her 
claims to the Nneces as a boundary line. 
The United States did not longer insist 
upon the cession of Lower California or 
the right of way across the isthmus of 
Tehuantepec. This country, by the terms 
of the treaty of Guadalupe-I-Iidalgo, 
| paid to Mexico $15,000,000 for the terri- 
tory added to its boundaries and, more- 
' over, freed 
the Mexican government 


j from all claims of citizens of the United 
' States against Mexico for damages, 
which the United States agreed to pay 
to the amount of $3,250.000. The demands 
for indemnity from Mexico first made 


claims have in many cases been the 
cause of hostilities. 


The two duchies Of Sleswick 
and 


Holstein lie to the south of modern 
Denmark. 
The latter, which is the 


farther south, is exclusively German 
in population, while Sleswick is the 
home of Danes and Germans. The two 
provinces passed through many vicissi- 
tudes for centuries, being bones of con- 
tention, Holstein at one time belong- 
ing to Germany and Sleswick to Den- 
mark. There was war in 1848, when 
Denmark held both, and in April, 1849, 
the Prussians invaded Jutland, but 
they were defeated. There were, how- 
ever, insurgents remaining in both the 
duchies, and they were attacked by the 
Danes on July 23, 1S50, at Idstedt, and 
one of the bloodiest battles the world 
has ever seen was then fought. 


In Hq^stein is the great harbor of 


Kiel, and Bismarck wanted it. He con- 
trived to have Austria unite with Ger- 
many, and the Austro-Prussian troops 
marched through Holstein into Sles- 
wick on Feb. 2,1864. They were success- 
ful, and the war was terminated by the 
treaty of Vienna on Oct. 30, under 
which the tvvo duchies, with that of 
Lauenburg, were handed over to the 
combined control of the two conquer- 
ing nations. No indemnity beyond the 
oesiion of territory was demanded from 
Denmark. This action eventually gave 
rise to the war of 1866 between Austria 
and Prussia, for the two quarreled over 
the joint disposition of their stolen 
property and settled the quarrel in the 
one battle of Saclowa. 


It is said that "Bismarck treated Aus- 


tria with great consideration and de- 
manded only 20,000,000 thalers as war in- 
demnity." But AYurttemberg had to pay 
8,000,000 gulden; Baden, 6,000,000; Hesse- 
Diu-mstadt, 3,000.000; Bavaii.i, 30,000,000; 


lied armies that ended the contest. Aus- 
tria gave up to the king of Sardinia 
the western part of Lombardy, while to 
Napoleon III was ceded Savoy and Niz- 
zia, the maritime provinces that now 
include 
Nice, 
Villefranche, 
Monte 


Carlo and Mentone. 
Venice still re- 


mained in the power of Austria, but 
after the war of 1866 it was ceded to 
France. Napoleon then placed the prov- 
ince in the hands of its municipal au- 
thorities, who held an election to as- 
certain the desires of the people, and 
out of 650,000 voters all but 69 were in 
favor of ciniittXtiliuii tu Italy. Victor 
Emmanuel then entered the city in tri- 
umphal march. 


Some of the most onerous terms, 


however, imposed upon a subjugated 
foe were those to which Germany sub- 
jected France at the close of the Franco- 
Prussian war of 1870-1. They consisted 
in the cession of a large portion of Al- 
sace, one-fifth of Lorraine, including 
the great fortress of Metz and Strass- 
hurgr, and the payment of the colossal 
cash indemnity of $1,000,000,000. Of this 
five milliard francs one milliard was to 
be paic^ in 1S71 and the remaining four 
installments extending over a period of 
three years, with interest at 5 per cent. 
It has been estimated that France lost 
in property, the destruction of her vil- 
lages, arms and ammunition, at least 
§2,GOn,000.000 more. The world in amaze, 
ment supposed-thai she was helplessly 
crushed by this financial burden, but 
the billion dollars was paid with such 
rapidity that Bismarck and the Ger- 
man court have always lamented that 
the sum was not twice as large. There 
was a vast amount of hoarded money 
in the stockings of the French peasants, 
an'd they came to the rescue of their 
beloved country with great celerity. 
This billion dollars greatly exceeded the 


was a compromise of the amount flrif 
demanded by the czar. .This indemnity 
was for the loss of Russian subjects 
and commerce destroyed. About half 
this sum is atlll due Russia- 


No more noteworthy suttlement has 


ever been made than that of Canada's 
claim for indemnity for the Fenian raids 
from tii'i United .States. By the first 
raid, In J866, Canada lost six men killed 
and 30 wounded. The Canadian govern- 
ment called out 20,000 regulars and vol- 
unteers to guard the frontier. The farm, 
era lost heavily by the raid, and larga 
sums In pensions and gratuities wer« 
paid by Canada. 


Her claim was never presented to tha 


government at Washington, and conse- 
quently the matter was never officially 
known in the United States. The claim 
was settled by tht English government 
by guaranteeing a Canadian loan of 
S18,000,000, with the understanding that 
no demand would be made on the Unit- 
ed States for settlement. It is said Eng- 
land took this (.ouihe, as she wished at 
that time to keep on fiiendly terms 
with the United States. 


That Japan did not exact an enor- 


mous sum from Cliina as an indemnity 
at the close of the Chmo-Japai.c.v war 
of 1896 was due to the intervention of 
Kussia. The cash indemnity paid by 
China to Japan was $185,000,000. Be- 
pldes this the Japanese government was 
ceded the island, of Formosa and tha 
Pis-cadores. 


At the close of the war last yeai; be- 


tween Greece and Turkey the s|jltan 
was forced by the European concfflrt ta 
| reduce his claim of §50,000,000 to $10,-

How We Fought the Pirates, 
Prior to 1801 our government, follow- 


ing in the steps of European nations, 
paid tribute to the rulers of Algiers, 
Tunis and Tripoli. We were thus in. 
sured not the friendship but merely 
the tolerance of those powers to Ameri- 


tan merchantmen in the Mediterranean. 


In May, 1S01, however, the bey of 


Tripoli became dissatisfied with the 
amount of his tribute money, it being 
!css than that given to his neighboring 
pirate chiefs. To give expression to his 
annoyance he caused the flagstaff of 
the American consulate to be cut down. 


Commodore Dale, with a small squad- 


ron, was immediately ordered to cruise 
along the coast of Tunis and Tripoli. 
One of the vessels, the Enterprise, en- 
countered a Tripoiitan corsair and after 
a fierce battle, lasting three hours, cap- 
tured it. The Barbary powers becama 
somewhat alarmed. 


Skirmishing continued along the Bar- 


bary coast until 1S03, when the United 
States determined to take decided ac- 
tion against these pirates of the Medi- 
terranean, Commodore Edward Prebla 
tat-ing sent there with a fleet of seven, 
vessels. 


One of the American ships, the Phila- 


delphia, pursued a Tripolitan vessel in- 
to the harbor of Tripoli, but had the 
misfortune to ground upon an unchart- 
ed rock. 
She was of course easily 


captured by the bey's subjects. 


Captain Bainbridge and the officers 


and crew were sold into slavery- Bain- 
bridge, however, managed to communi- 
cate with Commodore: Preble at Malta 
and advised him to recover the Phila- 
delphia and, failing in that, to destroy 
her, as the Tripolitans were preparing 
and arming the American vessel for sea. 


Lieutenant Stephen Decatur decided to 


use a ketch he had captured for, the re- 
covery or destruction of the Philadel- 
phia. 


The captured ketch was pressed into 


service and named the Intrepid. In thia 
lioat Lieutenant -Decatur and 74 volun- 
teers sailed for Tripoli, accompanied 
by tha Siien, sloop of war.

16. 1S04, the Intrepid entered the harbor 
•it Tripoli, pretending to be a boat in 
distress.

Decatur and his men board- 
ed the Philadelphia and after a terrific 
struggle with her turbaned crew kill^i 
those who had not been driven into t™ 
sea at the first onslaught.

They escaped with only four wounded 
and with the aid of the Siicn escaped 
pursuit.

Metallizing Wood. 


A methpd of metallizing wood, one 


by which it becomes very solid and re- 
sistant and assumes the appearance of a 
true metallic mirror, is described in the 
Paris Monde with much detail. Briefly, 
the wood is first immersed for three or 
four days, as may be its degree of per- 
meability, in a caustic alkaline lyo, and 
thence passed immediately into a bath 
of hydrosulphite of calcium, to which 
is added, after 24 or 36 hours, concen- 
trated solution of sulphur in caustic 
potash. The duration of this bath is 
about 48 hours, and its temperature la 
from 55 to 50 degrees. Finally the wood 
is immersed for 80 or 40 hours in a hot 
solution of acetate of lead. The wood 
prepared in this manner and after hav- 
ing undergone a proper drying at a 
moderate temperature acquires under a 
burnisher of bard wood a polished sur- 
face and exhibits a very brilliant metal- 
lic luster—a luster still further increas- 
ed in ita attractiveness if the surface ol 
tho wood be nibbed thoroughly, in the 
first place, with a pieco of lead, tin .01 
ssuio and afterward be polished with d 
glass or porcelain burnisher.

DEATH OF PRIVATE ALFRED THIEL 


He Passed Away Eearly This Morning, 


Fever Caused By 
Wound and 


Exposure. 
Life and Death 


of a Hero. 


The old town of Adams made her 


first sacrifice of the Spanish-American 
war this mornins when Private Al- 
fred U Thiel, IS years of age, sank to 
rest in result of the effects of his cam- 
paign in Cuba with Company M. The 
death of this young soldier came to the 
people of Adams as a puiauna.1 afflic- 
tion. Being the first of the company 
to succumb, and a mere boy, his death 
casts a pall upon the whole community, 
the citizens of which join with the 
family and friends of the soldier in 
common regret. 


Alfred L. Thiel, of German extrac- 


tion, bred upon a farm within the limits 
of Adams, was a picture of vigor and 
strength when one year ago he en- 
listed with Company M, joining boy- 
hood's comrades in a love for military 
discipline and a staunch adherence to 
the policies and principles which the 
stars and stripes represent. When the 
company left Adams for the state 
camp, from which they went to Tampa, 
and were thence transferred to Cuba, 
young ThicI, with the rank and file of 
the company, "uas buoyant in the ex- 
pectancy of proving bis patriotism on 
the field of action, and it was with a 
light heart that he bade farewell to 
relatives and friends, firm in the belief 
that the future held no misfortune or 
ill. 


His health was good during the 


travel which brought him close to San- 
tiago de Cuba, and he joined all of the 
company's hardships with no corn- 
plaining word; and with that quiet, un- 
assuming manner so na.tural to him, 
gained the admiration and respect of 
his comrades. Alt went well, notwith- 
standing the fortunes of rough usage 
and rougher weather, and his family 
were cheered with the words of greet- 
ing and assurance that he sent them. 


The night before El Caney's terrible 


engagement, young Thiel, while some- 
what \vorn from the marches and heat, 
was among the ruggedest of the com- 
pany. 
Before El Caney, lined with 


Spaniards whose Mauser rifles sent a, 
destructive hail into 
the American 


ranks, Company M, as part of the 
Second Massachusetts regiment, stood 
resolute and firm, waiting for the com- 
mand to fire, and when It came there 
issued from the Springfield rifles of our 
boys a blast that went true to its aim. 
for Company M's men are marksmen. 
and then, with the smoke of the volley 
hovering over them they were a target 
for the smokeless Mausers of the Span- 
iards. In this terrible slaughtci the 
word to charge was given, and up the 
hill into the face of destruction itself 
went the Second Massachusetts with 
regulars and rough riders. 
Victory 


rested with them, for they drove the 
Spaniards from the position and occu- 
pied it. The fray over, attention was 
directed to the dead and wounded, and 
young Thiel was found on the field with 
a severe scalp wound, a Mauser bullet 
having grazed his skull, tearing open 
the scalp. Weak from loss of blood, the 
exertion of the struggle and the fright- 
ful heat, he was sent to the rear for 
surgical care. 


From that moment his decline began. 


The loss of vitality and the shock of 
the injury under the severe climatic 
ordeal were too much for his system, 
already weakened as it was by the 
deprivation of war, and, although his 
wound began to heal, his health was 
departing anfl his strength ebbing un- 
til the surgeons recommended a fur- 
lough of 18 days at Fort Columbus, N. 
Y. Through the intercession of his 
father he was permitted to return to 
his home, arriving in Adams at 8.57 
o'clock on the evening of Friday, July 
22, the young hero being greeted at 
the depot by a demonstrative throng 
of about 000 people. 


He was then suffering with typhoid 


fever in a mild form, having lost about 
forty pounds of flesh, and was the mere 
semblance of his former self. He was 
taken to his home, where in the excite- 
ment of his arrival 
many 
persons 


taxed his strength 
with visits and 


questions as to other members of Com- 
pany M, until finally it was seen that 
his health would not permit of this, 
and the number of visitors were lim- 
ited, the medical attendance of Dr. J. 
F. Crowley was procured, and the as- 
sistance of Miss Whipple and another 
nurse of the House of Mercy, Pittsfield, 
called in. The fever 
increased and 


evidences of pneumonia appeared, the 
complications prpving too much for the 
weakened physique, and, conscious to 
the last, true to his comrades to the 
final breath, he died at 3 o'clock this 
morning. 


Throughout his brief life he was an 


exemplary young man, a retiring, 
modest, Christian youth, whose friends 
loved him for his inherent worth and 
kindly sympathies. 
He possessed the 


elements of a true soldier, and as a 
true American he goes to his grave, 
the first Adams victim of this inter- 
national strife, the first human sac- 
rifice of this old township to the cause 
of humanity and liberty in Cuba. 


He is survived by his father and 


mother, Mr. and Mrs. Louis Thiel, of 
Adams, two sisters, Sister Amelia lo- 
cated in a convent in Indiana and Mrs. 
Paul Scholtz of Adams, and a brother, 
Gustavo, of the same town. 


The funeral will be held from St. 


Thomas' church Sunday afternoon at 
2 o'clock, Rev. Fr. 
Denis ,C. Moran 


officiating. 
The funeral will probably 


be military, embracing the local or- 
ganizations, and will undoubtedly be 
attended by a great concourse of citi- 
zens irrespective of denomination.
